WHEAT INSECTS. 


THE HESSIAN FLY-LIFE HISTORY-EFFECT 


ON WHEAT-METHODS OF 


TREATMENT. 
ETC. 


The following is frora Bulletin No. -Hi. 


J'enna. Department ol" Agriculture: 


Wheat is oue ot the most important 


crops raised in Pennsylvania. 
Accord- 


ing to the United States Agricultural 
Keport for 1S97, the wheat crop in Pen 
syivania that year was I'S.ijO ml "ouslie 
valued at Si5,71ij,24b'. an atnouut excee 
ed but by five states iu the Union. 


A crop of this importance to a St» 


deserves much attention, and particula 
ly when it is subjected to serious devast 
tion by insects as was the case in Pent 
sylvauia during ISu.s. 
How serious th 


loss from this cause was, is shown by r_ 
ports from different counties, which e 
tirnate the loss by the Hessian lly i 
from ten to seventy per cent., the ave, 
age for the titate being thirty-one pe 
cent. 
If this be 'regarded as the tri 


loss to the Slate it represent over aeve 
millions of dollars taken from the pock 
eta of the farmersof theCoramonwealt 
by this insect alone, anil it, as 13 probablt 
a portion of the loss waa caused by othe 
inaecis, it nevertheless represents tha 
much loss, which should, 30 fur as poss 
ble, be prevented. 


Only iifty dilTorent insects are know: 


to ieed upon wheat, but of these, on!, 
about ten or a dozen are often yuilident 
ly abundant to cause serious 
injury 


The largest loss in Pennsylvania is usual 
ly caused by the Hessian tly, wheat steu 
maggot, the joiut worms, wire worms 
wheat midge, often called weevil am 
Angoutnois grain moth to che storei 
Kiaiu, and these will be taken up in 
sotiie detail. 


The Hessian Fly. 


This insect was particularly destru 


live in Pennsylvania during ivis. it it 
a small lly somewhat resembling a moa 
quito, about an eighth of an inch lont; 
with dark wings. It is seldom uoticei 
in this form, however, as the injury is 
caused by the maggot, which later chan- 
ges into the lly. 
It works on wheat 


both in fall and spring, there being two 
main broods each year. 
It prefers wheat 


but will live on barley »"'l rye.

Each brood occurs iu inur forms, viz 


egg, larva or maggot, Hi l t. M or Ilaxseed 
and adult lly. 


The adult lly appears in August and 


.September, aud lay their eggs on the 
young wheat plants which have just 
come up. These eggs are very small, 
while in color, and placed ou the upper 
side of the leaf. Anywhere from oue to 
thirty are placed uu a leaf, aud oue My 
will lay from one hundred Io one hun- 
dred aud fifty eggs in all. 


A few clays after being laid, the eggs 


hatch aud the little whitish maggots 
ci-ttwi down the bladw to the sheath to 
where it surrounds the stein, and then 
down beueath the sheath and slem to 
tha joint at or below th« level of the 
ground. 
Here they lie, sucking the 


juices of the plant and growing, till 
about the end of Xoveuiuei, at which 
time they are about an eighth of au inch 
long. 
They now turn brown arid enter' 


the Ilaxseed stage cluing nu more feeding 
anil in this condition pass the winter. 
The following spring, in April or May, 
ufter undergoing souiu changes inside 
the brown outside shell, they burst this 
Bhell aud appear as the adult hinged 
lly. 


These tlies lay their eggs 01, tiie wheat, 


but usually higher up 01.- lue plants tbau 
their parents had done (he pitcaecliug 
fall, so that the maggots w h i c h tollow 
lin near tlie joints which are ab-vo the 
level of the ground.

It is the two broods, aa above describ- 


ed, which cause most of tlie loss to 
wheat in Pennsylvania. Occasionally, 
however, au extra brood may appear ami 
cause some iniuiy. These broods gener- 
ally appear afte: the main oue in the 
spring, anil before the main one in the 
fall, and are net geneiaily smlicieully 
large to cause serious loss. 
The (lies 


which appear in the early spring rarely- 
spread far, but lay their egga in the Uelds 
of wheat where they themselves passed 
the winter. H is chiclly the Hies which 
appear iu August and .September which 
spread to u»w fields in which to lay their

to have been imported from Europe iu 
straw brought over with the Hessian 
troops during the Revolution, and the 
common name it bears wag given to it on 
this account. It has been claimed how- 
ever, that it waa present in this country 
before that time, and the true facts con- 
cerning its appearance in America may 
never be known. 
It has long been a 


familiar pest in Europe, and now covers 
the wheat raising areas of Europe and 
America, and in 1S88 waa reported from 
New 
Zealand, thus 
encircling 
the 


globe. 


ITS INSJSCT JSN15MIJO.S. 


There are several insects which prey 


upon the Hessian lly and aid in checking 
its ravages. One in particular, which 
occurs in Europe, is particularly effective 
and has been brought to this country 
and liberated with the intention of es- 
tablishing it here, to carry on its work. 
How successful this will be, however, 
cannot yet be determined. 


That these parasites are of value to 


the wheat grower cannot be doubted, 
but it is certain that they cannot be re- 
lied on to control the fly as they only re- 
duce the loss somewhat, aud active 
measures must also be taken if full crops 
are desired. 


METHODS OF TREATMENT. 


When HIM lly has appeared in a Held, 


little can be done to save the crop, 
though if the wheat could be induced to 
stool freely, by adding fertilizer, the re- 
sult will be somewhat bettered. Letting 
sheep graze on the fields as soon as two 
or three blades from each root appear, is 
also beneficial, as the sheep in eating the 
leaves will bo likely to eat someeggs and 
some of the maggots before they have 
reached the joints in their downward 
journey. These methods, however, are 
only partially effective as remedies, and 
the be.it treatment is aloug the line of 
prevention. 


An excellent method of preventing in- 


juries by the lly, is to plant early a small 
atrip of the lieid which is to be planted 
later, the strip thus acting aa a decoy. 
The flies searching for the young wheat 
plants to lay their eggs upon, are attract- 
ed to this strip and deposit their eggs, 
after which they die. If the strip be 
planted about the lirat of August, it can 
be plowed under by the tenth of Septem- 
ber, thus destroying all the eggs aud 
maggots in the strip. About the twen- 
tieth ot September the fields can be plant- 
ed with comparative safety, as nearly all 
the Hies will Imve laid their eggs in the 
trap piece which was plowed under. 
The exact date at 
which the fields 


should be planted varies with the latitude 
and the season, but should be as late as 
possible aud yet avoid winter killing. 
These two methods—planting a trap 
piece early, plowing it under about the 
middle of the mouth—if used together, 
and particularly if used by all wheat 
growers of a neighborhood, should result 
in the production of crops almost entire- 
ly free from this pest. 


Another method of preventing loss has 


already been indicated. 
It has heen 


stated that the spring brood of the lly is 
found near the lower joints of the stem 
and remains there till August and Sep- 
tember. If the- wheat be so cut as to 
leave the stubble rather long, and then 
after rolling, to break it down, this stub- 
ble be burned, the fall brood of Mies will 
ha in a great, measure destroyed. 


When (.he lly is destructively abun- 


dant in certain lields. it is advisable to 
plant some other crop than wheat the 
followiiig.year, particularly its in general 
the system of rotation of crops is an ad- 
vantageous one. 


Volumeer wheat often 
furni[,h«3 a 


place wliere the lly can find food for it to 
complete its life history on, whin the 
main cropw are so planted as not io be 
available for food at the times when 
needed by the lly. 
Accordingly all vol- 


unteer wheat should he carefully de- 
stroyed. 


Some varieties of wheat are less injur- 


ed by the tly ihan others. Apparently, 
bearded varieties are less severely attack- 
ed than beardless ones, and red varieties 
less than white ones, although no var- 
ieties are entirely fly proof. 
Varieties 


recommended on thin account are the 
Clawsou, Uiehl, Lancaster, 
IFnderhill 


and Mediterranean. 
Wheat having a 


natural tendency to stool freely is less 
liable to injury, as plants which are at- 
tacked appear to try to avoid the injury 
by forming new lateral stems, and var- 
ieties which naturally do this, are ob- 
viously at, an advantage. 


Varieties with very strong stems are 


also advautageoua, the straw bendiugor 
breaking less readily in the spring, when 
attacked, than less vigorous varieties.
